France ia ineiiacod with a new danger. 
The persbDttl popularity and inordinate 
amjjitiou of tho now ministor of war 
tliroalou to «wbo[> oil boforu them. Evun 
the »ya(ein of go7oriunoiit ia bclievod tu 
be i^Ld^ger of an attack from General 
BoulapgQr;J Figaro deolaros that he 
meilitatoB a cou^ U'eiat after the manner 
of Napoleon III., and th^-l^aritian oorrea- 
pondent of the New York Herald is con- 
fident that should ha ongago in an udven- 
lure so grave it would not bo a fruitless 
one, Tho London Times belio^ea that he 
it scheming for war; and the correspond- 
ent of an English provincial journal 
aBaerts that Boulanger seeks an alliance 
of France with Rassia to counterbalanoe 
the (supposbd) triple ullianco of EiiKlmid, 
Garmanyand Austria, withltiily, perhaps, 
thrown in. Ho has certainly exhibited a 
restless spirit since assuming the portfolio 
of war. He ia'endowed with a devouring 
appetite for supremacy and an undaunt- 
able resolution to have his will obeyed. 
As mover of the resolution that expelled 
the princes, it was soen that he did not 
Hiirink from thu responsibility 
of uii impcipiilnr measure. 

He has aciuitltHl hiiu.-ielf i)ftim an u bruvt> 
soldier, mui niiinv Imnoiablo woundn tuHti- 
fy to his physical oouriige. Ili.s ptirforui- 
uncea iu the fiehi have been of the kind 
whieh render the doer, the idol as well of 
the mtiltitnde as of hia comrades. Beyond 
hii) personal daah and fondnesH for peril- 
ous adventures, h6*Mas eviuoed commnml 
uf the faculties which make a master organ- 
izer and of the moral oonnipo whicli makeH 
the dnuntlesa relonuei'. He wua boru in 
the year iu whith the l>uo li'Aumalo ru- 
eeived liiH lii'st commiy.siou, aiul at uiuelpea 
he received his. He has siuco Lieeu iu in- 
cessant employ mciil, and ha.s ytumped IiIh 
isharacter on all ho hnn touched. Ho bus 
jjerfiirnied every military duty us ably as - 
he could not have performed it better thuu 
— hia former conimauder, tho ]>re»eut object 
of his persecntiou. Everybody has heard 
uf hiH boant of hix power to lodge his col- 
leagiiea at MazaH [irison. If the say- 
ing was his, it was a jest, though 
a cynicnl onii. If an invention, the 
author is to be jiraised ferila plausibility. 
True or a wit's foundling, its reception is 
a alga, of the inclination of the public 
mind. ' 'A 'repubUoanism so'nerVous as tu 
be unable confortahly lo breathe the same 
air with a haiulfiil of princus ih nut in tliu 
least shocLod at the rumors that a general 
jokes on his power to play the dictator, 
Instead of resenting the presumption, it 
admires the supposed bosster, and haila

humbly content to be his foils, and to 
shelter their timidity and pliability be- 
hind his tenacity :uid vigor. Many 
Frenchmen, in perpetual expectation of 
military rule, are beginning to aurmiae 
that General BoulahKeP -iaUhia coming 
chief, i^ut , the' LonottifTimM uya, any' 
anticipations of the sort are altogether 
premature. Aferitorious as have been his 
exploits, they are not so splendid as to 
enable their author to revive the part of 
Napoleon. Vehemeut as he is in the as- 
aertion of his views, he has afforded no 
cause for belief that he aspires to bo a 
saviour uf aociuty. Other stars will 
probably rise and set in tho Repub- 
lican firmament before the next auto- 
cracy commences. There is no reason 
why it abould ever come into existence if 
French repoblicana woald abstain froui 
being its heralds and pioneers. They ad- 
mire General Boulan[;er fur his inflexible 
self-coufideuco. Thoy exalt his con- 
tempt for right and consistency into vir- 
tues and into a testimony of iidelity to 
republican institutions They could not 
exhibit a more damaging proof of thetr 
want of belief in the republic, or more 
surely pave the way for its subversion.

The NeSv'^o^^correspdndent of ihe 
Standard giveB'"^'tlie follbvring aceouut 
of the shooting of Niagara Kapids: 
A man named Carlisle I). Graham, a 
cooper, of Itritish birth, resolved on 
the day ho heard of Oaptaiu Webb'a 
death, to attempt to paaa through the 
npida of Niagara river. He succeeded 
in hiB rash enterprise on Sunday. The 
only precedent is the escape of the 
jiteainer Maid of the Mi«t from the 
Sherifi'a puruuit in ISGl, by shooting 
the rapicis below the Falls. Graham 
built a barrel 7 fuet high, the bottom 
having a diameter of 17 inches, and 
the topa diameter of 23 inches. Two 
feet below the top the diameter was 
Mi inches. Tho staves composing the 
barrel ware of oak, 2 inches thick and 
ibey were bound together by twenty- 
four iron hoops. This curious vessel 
WAS j80| li^Uaatf^^ ,thatiit iiirould swiui 
uprfgl^t; it ii'a'd a manhole in the top, 
»nd a Hack iiisido for the body, wan 
.stayed with short ropes so as to prevent 
the body beins; struck violently against 
tho aides of the barrel. Arniholes per- 
mitted the man inside to grasp the 
handles of plugs so arranged as to ad- 
mit air cifter the first supply had beun 
exhaastiedi. Several thousand persons 
aisenibled to witness the feat, v/hich 
was almost prevented by Graham's ar- 
rest. He was, however, rcloaaed bttcause 
there was no legal reason for detaiuinj,' 
him. He started from below the Fulls 
at 3.5i( V- M., passed the Whirlpool 
at four o'clock, and . reached Curston, a 
town on the east bank of the river, and 
the limit of steamboat navigation for 
Dntario, at 4,25, The course of tlie 
barrel was very erratic, an may be im- 
agined. After it was submerged it issa 
scarcely ever upright, and was dashed 
about with tremendous vioiencCi but 
escaped geltitig upon the rooks or be- 
ing detained in the whirlpool, where 
Qraham even ventured to open the 
manhole. When Ida dangerous journey 
was over he euifrgcd dizzy, but un- 
harmed. He declares hiscontident belief 
that h« can go over the falls themselves 
with safety. Half an hour after his re. 
lease, having recovered from his ex- 
haustion, Graham thus told his story: 
"I was that rattled with getting oil' in 
a hurry that I didn't plug the air-hole, 
and when I tried to do it afterwards 
I couldn't do it. 1 couldn't see of 
course but I could feel. Lord! how 
that river drops, under the bridges. I 
felt mighty (juoer when I struck that 
place. When 1 got to where the water 
breaks, and went under, it just |)0ured 
in at the open air hole. It was awful 
hot in there. While I was drifting 
slowly up above 1 thought I'd die; but 
the water cooled iiie and didn't wet me 
very much, for you see I was inside the 
canvas. When I got to the whirl|)ool 1 
toolc off the cover and could see out, but 
I was carried along so fast that I put 
it on again in a hurry. Then I got di/- 
XV with rolling over, and pietLy aick 
in ray stomach. In the r)evir3 Mole 
Kapids I got the worst shaking uji. 
Then I was itU right enough until they 
pulled me out I never want to try it 
again for fun. I'll do it again for 
money, pretty quick."
